By Any Index 
It remains to be seen what price index the 
CIO now will demand to replace the new one 
rigged by the Bureau of Labor Statistics to re­ 
place the old one on which cost-of-living clauses 
in existing wage contracts had been based. 
It is assumed replacement will be in order 
because the new index now is showing the 
same decline as the old one, which was dis­ 
carded because it was showing too much of 
a decline. 
There is one price index which would hold 
up in any circumstances, but it never will be 
given official recognition. It is one which shows 
what American breadwinners actually do when 
ifs time to make ends meet. Every American 
family lives by this index, which is compiled 
by experience. 
The Bureau of Labor Statistics index showed 
a decline of four-tenths of one per cent in mid- 
February from the mid-January level. This 
was the result of a sharp decline in meat 
prices and a smaller decline in the prices of 
other food. 
But it is possible the next report on the 
index may reflect sharp increases in coffee, 
cigarets and gasoline. If so, this would become 
the basis for bargaining for higher wage levels. 
But the fact is, not everybody drinks coffee, 
smokes cigarets, or uses gasoline. The fact is 
that coffee users are refusing to be held up by 
a ruthless squeeze to get more money out of 
them and that cigaret users have the privilege 
of cutting down on their consumption of cig­ 
arets. 
Prices indexes have limited usefulness at best 
and no usefulness at all if they are going to 
be jiggered to make them say what they are 
supposed to say. 


Litigated Road-Building 
Since the Ohio Turnpike Commission expects 
o build other highways in addition to the one 
rn which work now has been stalled by litiga- 
;ion over bidding on materials, the commis­ 
sion’s right to decide on engineering specifica- 
ions should be cleared up once and for all. 
Litigated road-building is costly and unpro- 
luctive. But the litigation was bound to come 
sooner or later, so it may be just as well to 
jet it settled now. 
The issue is whether the Ohio Turnpike Com- 
■nission, a public agency, shall have the right 
to determine how its projects should be built, 
:>r whether it must let that question be de­ 
termined by competitive bidding. In the present 
instance, the Turnpike Commission had decided 
to build the main surface of its first project 
ivith Portland cement concrete and the second­ 
ary surface with asphaltic concrete. 
This decision was challenged by a spokesman 
for the asphaltic concrete business. It is his 
challenge which will move the issue to the Ohio 
5upreme Court; the Second District Court of 
Appeals at Columbus has ruled against the 
rurnpike Commission. 
The issue is an old one in public affairs— 
whether a public body has the power to de­ 
cide how something should be built, or whether 
it must let the suppliers of materials make 
;uch decisions. It is obvious that the Ohio Turn­ 
pike Commission must know its rights in this 
aspect at the outset. Before the litigation stage 
las ended, there may be still other suppliers 
vho will want to take a crack at Ohio’s biggest 
•oad-building project.

What’s Story Behind Lincoln, 111., Troubles? 


Those who live in big cities often 
assume that they have a monopoly 
on trouble. Recently I came across 
some events in Lincoln, Illinois, a 
s m a l l 
town 
with 
a 
popu­ 
lation of 14,362. 
It is in Logan 
C o u n t y , 
which 
has 
a 
population 
of 
30.671. 
Such a com­ 
munity goes its 
a g r i c u I - 
tural way with- 
George Sokolsky out much ex­ 
citement and w i t h o u t much 
change. Yet Logan County has sud­ 
denly found itself involved in great 
issues, some of its residents being 
held in contempt of court, with the 
American Civil Liberties Union ac­ 
tive in its affairs. 
The trouble started when some 
of Lincoln’s citizens organized a 
Good Government Council, which 
took on the curious character of 
meeting in secret late at night. 


NO REPORTERS were permit­ 
ted to attend, but the Council is­ 
sued releases to the local paper 
several days after the event. All 
this is no crime, but it developed 
rumors, gossip and considerable 
wonder as to what it is all about. 
It is difficult to trace the origin 
of the excitement. Lincoln has a 
small 
Negro 
population 
which 
managed to get along all right 
until Negroes were told that they 
were being discriminated against. 
Let me quote from 
“America’s 
Hour of Decision,’’ a report of the 
NAACP dated October, 1952: 
“The Lincoln Branch of the 
NAACP is but just two months old 
and has had a little difficulty with 
its own group to see the necessity 
of having one in the city its size, 
in spite of the flourishing prejudice 
and discrimination in its locality. 
“There are IO or 15 Negroes in 
the community who are not as yet 
educated to the fact, that their 
membership is greatly needed as 
well as their support. These are 
the persons who . . . are afraid 
of doing something to anger the 
whites and might cause them to 
lose friendship or jobs . . .’’ 


SO, DURING the year 1952, ac­ 
cusations against public officials in 
the handling of funds, statements 
ct ncerning juvenile delinquency, 
and all sorts of arguments that 
are heard in big cities like New 
York and Chicago hit this small 
town and ended up in its county 
court. 
Three men were held in con­ 


tempt by Judge Frank S. Bevan 
in the case of The 
People vs. 
Nelson O. Howarth, et a1. The 
Judge stated the issue in a matter 
of “outrageous pleadings” as fol­ 
lows: 
The test is, and properly should 
be, does a pleading present an 
issue over which the Court has 
jurisdiction of the subject matter 
—so it can properly give considera­ 
tion to the subject matter, 
and 
does the pleading properly present 
an iisue or does it contemptuously 
impede and hinder the progress of 
court in settlement of issues prop­ 
erly before it.” 


FROM THE Judge’s decision, it 
is clear that he was faced by atti­ 
tudes similar to those which Judge 
Medina had to contend with in the 
case of the Communist Eleven. He 
described what those whom 
he 
held in contempt were doing: 
“The inaccuracy . . . was due to 
the failure of Nelson O. Howarth 
to use that degree of care and 
caution which as an attorney he 
owes to the Court, and that care 
which, as an attorney, he owes to 
the persons who were to sign the 
document he was preparing to file 
in the Court. 
To the American Civil Liberties 
Union, this decision of the judge 
violated civil liberties 
and 
ap­ 
parently a test case is being de­ 
veloped wich may have the broad­ 
est implications. 
In effect, what is at issue is 
whether the constitutional rights to 
petition the government permits a 
person to denounce another with­ 
out 
providing 
adequate 
proof 
against those accused of various 
crimes, misdemeanors, etc. 
In a small community, 
rumor 
and gossip can stir up an 
un­ 
pleasant reaction against individu­ 
als. The circulation of a petition 
accusing them of evil, even if not 
proved by evidence, creates the 
impression that where there 
is 
smoke there must be fire, even 
if the fire is lighted by those who 
wish the smoke to be seen. 
The question that was being 
asked when I was in Illinois re­ 
cently was, what could 
be 
the 
motive for all this sudden activi­ 
ty? What brought a Good Govern­ 
ment Council to so small a com­ 
munity? 
Why did the American Civil 
Liberties Union barge 
into this 
case and who brought them into 
it? 
Why is a racial question being 
stirred in this rural community 
which has never before known any 
such problem?

Working closely with the crime- 
fighters are flying squads of cer­ 
tified 
public 
accountants who, 
sooner or lateer, will check the 
treasury of any local criticized by 
the press, mentioned in public or 
private crime hearings 
or ac­ 
cused by rank and file drivers. 
If successful — and Dave Beck 
has failed rarely in any of his cam­ 
paigns—this counter - offensive 
against 
the 
crime 
syndicate 
will lift from the backs of the na­ 
tion’s businessmen bands of ter­ 
rorists second in power and wealth 
only to the waterfront gangsters. 


ALREADY this corps of investi­ 
gators and accountants has ripped 
mobs out of New York and St. 
Louis locals. 
Beck’s other crime probers are 
operating right now in Philadelphia 
and Kansas City. 
Directing New York investiga­ 
tions for Beck is a former prose­ 
cutor and rackets bureau chief who 
picked up his training and tech­ 
nique under another prosecutor, 
now Governor Dewey. 
Probing carefully into the com­ 
plex New York Teamsters Union 
situation and checking the back­ 
ground of labor men who seek to 
launch new Teamsters Union lo­ 
cals is Aaron Benenson, who sent 
the co - partner of Murder, Inc., 
“Gurrah” Shapiro, to jail for life 
about the time the big little Lepke 
fried in the Sing Sing chair. 
It was Benenson who smashed 
the notorious milk and vegetable 
distribution and shakedown rack­ 
ets. 
Also in the big town. Beck is 
shifting Teamsters memberships | 
by the thousands. His strategy is 
to put men who drive the huge 
trucks into unions in which they 
really belong and to take them 
out of locals into which they’ve 
been shoved by ambitious region­ 
al leaders seeking bigger baili­ 
wicks. Thus the N. Y. Teamsters I 
will get fairer treatment, a n d ; 
some of the leaders who should 
have less power — will have less 
power. 


THE ANTI-CRIME corps in oth­ 
er cities are of equal stature and 
integrity. In St. Louis they recent­ 
ly drove from local office a mob 
which had been sapping union pow­ 
er and treasuries in the intricate 
fashion to which they had become 
accustomed. 
Beck and his men had been 
watching the St. Louis situation for 
months, it can be authoritatively 
reported. 
The 
men 
under 
surveillance 
were on the payroll of the Team­ 
sters Joint Council and other truck­ 
ing unions. They had mobster tie- 
ups. And in the words of o n e 
source they “were sabotaging the 
union treasuries.” 
Beck, using a technique charac­ 
teristic of his organizing drives, 
then threw a special, small “task 
force” into the city. He drew one 
of his officials. Jim Hoffa, from 
Detroit; another, Thomas F l y n n , 
from the national office, and a 
bright local crusader by name of 
Harold Gibbons, who now uses 
two-way pocket radios to keep in 
touch with his representatives on 
their various rounds. 
Flynn was made trustee of the 
vital Teamsters Joint Council in 
St. Louis. Gibbons was appointed 
his assistant. And Beck retained 
special 
investigators 
in 
nearby 
Kansas City to check on possible 
connections the ousted St. Louis 
crowd may have there. 


I ASKED Beck about this on his 
return to Seattle from 
Alaska 
where the Teamsters are organiz­ 
ing. He verified the story a n d 
added: 
“The International Brotherhood 
of Teamsters owes to its general 
membership (which Beck hopes to 
raise to 2,000,000 shortly and 3,- 
000,000 eventually—V.R.) and to 
the public the exhaustion of every 
effort to see that our locals are 
not operated as rackets by hood­ 
lums. 
“Furthermore, will you say that 
we’ll use every agency of govern­ 
ment we can trust. There a r e 
some local governments we don’t 
trust.” 
Asked about the special anti­ 
crime corps, he said: 
“We’re going to track down ev­ 
ery rumor of racketeering in our 
Brotherhood. We welcome any in­ 
formation from the public. We'll 
check stories in the press. If your 
column, or a magazine, or a radio 
commentator comes up with re­ 
ports, we’ll go into those. 
“We’re especially interested in J 
hearing from our rank and file 
members. They’ll get action im­ 
mediately after we hear from any 
of our people. 
“We’re putting in a top notch 
checking organization inclusive of 
certified public accountants. That’s 
our responsibility. That's b a s i c 
trade union responsibility a n d 
we’re meeting it.” 
And we’re happy to report it.

Fight Over Bohlen Aids GOF Opposition 


Politically speaking, the Eisen­ 
hower administration hasn’t learn­ 
ed the ropes yet — or it would 
not have allowed a serious faction­ 
alism to crop up in Congress and 
threaten party solidarity. 
Aided and abetted by an alert 
and resourceful “left wing” which 
is ready to destroy Eisenhower 
politically after it has disposed of 
Sen. McCarthy, the movement to 
sabotage the entire attack on com­ 
munistic activity inside America 
has gained ground as a conse­ 
quence of the unnecessary contro­ 
versy over Charles E. Bohlen, am­ 
bassador-designate to Russia. 
To drive a wedge between Sen­ 
ators McCarthy, Bridges, McCar- 
ran and the White House is a deli­ 
berate aim of the “left wing.” 
There were times when the Re­ 
publican party knew how to talk 
things over quietly ahead of time 
and to thresh out differences pri­ 
vately. It was only the Demo­ 
crats who subjected themselves to 
the publicity of open friction. Now 
things have changed. It’s the Re­ 
publicans who show signs of in­ 
experience and ineptitude in man­ 
aging their own affairs. 
For party solidarity is of the 
utmost importance to an adminis­ 
tration which has a narrow major­ 
ity in Congress, and the way to 
retain that solidarity is not to be­ 
come involved in quarrels that are 
superfluous. 
The wisest thing that has been 
said to keep the friction from 
spreading further must be credited 
to President Eisenhower himself, 
who refused at his press confer­ 
ence on Thursday to be goaded in­ 
to making an issue of the fact that 
congressional investigations of ex­ 
ecutive agencies to root out sub­ 
versives are continuing. 
The President showed a proper 
respect for the legislative branch 
of the government — much more 
than some of the critics are doing 
with their efforts to make it ap­ 
pear mandatory for the Senate to 
confirm immediately or automati­ 
cally anybody a president appoints 
to an ambassadorship. 
The specious cry was raised 
among some shortsighted support­ 
ers of Eisenhower that to oppose 
Bohlen was to show lack of con­ 
fidence in the judgment or the in­ 
tegrity of the President and the 
secretary of state, who made the 
nomination. The controversy was 
hailed as an “acid test” of ex­ 
ecutive responsibility.

But it wasn’t that way when the 
shoe was on the other foot. 
Thus, when C h a r l e s Evans 
Hughes was nominated in February 
1930 to be chief justice of the 
United States and the so-called 
“liberals,” led by Sen. Norris de­ 
clared he should not be confirmed 
because of his “past connections” 
with law clients, nobody in the 
“left wing” of those days rose up 
to defend the nomination on the 
ground that to oppose it was a 
smear or an attack on the judge­ 
ment and integrity of President 
Hoover, who made the nomination. 
Likewise, when in April 1930 
Judge John J. Parker of the U.S. 
Circuit Court 
of 
Appeals 
was 
named by President Hoover to be 
associate justice of the Supreme 
Court of the United States, union 
labor rose up through the “Mc- 
Carthys” on the floor of the senate 
to cry that a Parker decision in 
a case on the "Yellow Dog” union 
contract made him a bad security 
risk for labor. 
Nobody on the “left wing” side 
was hesitant to smear the integrity 
of one of the finest judges Ameri­ 
ca has ever had — and a man 
whom many labor leaders since 
have admitted should have been 
confirmed. 
Then there was the case of 
Charles B. Warren of Michigan, 
who was named to be attorney 
general by President Coolidge. His 
confirmation was defeated by one 
vote in the Senate because critics 
thought his “past connections” in 
business would make him a bad 
security risk for the “left wing” 
in America. 
Nobody on the so-called progres­ 
sive side in the Senate at that 
time said the executive’s appoint­ 
ment of a Cabinet officer was 
sacrosanct and that a n y b o d y a 
president wanted in his Cabinet 
should automatically be confirmed. 
When President Truman in Jan­ 
uary 1946 nofninated Edwin Pauley 
of California to be under secretary 
of the Navy, with the idea that he 
would later become head of the 
Navy after Forrestal was elevated 
to the secretaryship of defense, 
Harold Ickes. secretary of the in­ 
terior, opposed the nomination be­ 
cause of Pauley’s oil connections. 
Ickes resigned from the Cabinet 
in protest, and his views as given 
to Congress raised such a fuss that 
Pauley’s name was withdrawn two 
months later. 
Nobody at that time in the “left 
wing” defended Pauley from at-

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tack on the ground that it was a 
lack of confidence in the judgment 
or integrity of Mr. Truman, who 
made the appointment. The row 
was all supposed to be in th e 
public interest. 
When Mayor O’Dwyer of New 
York City, Democrat, was named 
by President Truman in August 
1950 to be ambassador to Mexico, 
Sen. Ives of New York made a 
futile effort to hold it up t i l l 
O’Dwyer’s alleged past connections 
with gambling and racketeering in­ 
terests could be probed. 
Even though the nomination was 
plainly being made to take care of 
a Democratic party situation in 
New York City, from which O’­ 
Dwyer as a political factor was 
to be eliminated, there was no real 
investigation made before confir­ 
mation in the Senate. Was this in 
the public interest as the record 
stands today? 
The members of the Senate have 
a solemn duty to perform in weigh­ 
ing the qualifications and personal 
history of every man who is nomi­ 
nated for high office and who is 
subject to confirmation “by and 
with the advice and consent of the 
Senate.” 
In times like the present, the 
man who goes to Moscow as the 
American ambassador should be, 
like Caesar’s wife, above all sus­ 
picion — and, in this case parti­ 
cularly, above political suspicion. 
For anybody who reads last week’s 
testimony by Bohlen as he so ad­ 
roitly defended what happened at 
Yalta cannot but be convinced that 
he is an apologist for expediency 
and acquiescence in modern dip­ 
lomacy and that he is scared by 
Soviet Russia. 
He evidently f e e l s about the 
Communist government at Moscow 
as so many of the Truman-Acheson 
appointees did—namely, that noth­ 
ing could have been done to pre­ 
vent the enslavement of Poland, 
for example, in the face of Rus­ 
sia’s open violation of the princi­ 
ples of the Atlantic Charter. 
The Bohlen episode was a politi­ 
cal defeat for the Republican party 
and for the cause of moral princi­ 
ple which was tragically abandon­ 
ed at Yalta. By seeming to accept 
Bohlen’s views on Yalta, the Re­ 
publican party has yielded to ex­ 
pediency, too, and the moral cases 
for “liberation” in Europe has 
been damaged. 
Maybe some day the Republicans 
will learn how to stay united when 
they win power, but they will not 
do so unless they first sit down 
together to iron out their dif­ 
ferences among themselves instead 
of leaping into situations which 
breed open controversy and only 
make political capital for their 
opponents.

Here is a mystery play that is the complete 
mystification. We have long contended that the 
Whodunit had gone far enough and that the 
time had come for its replacement by the 
Whatizzit. Now our contention has been sub­ 
stantiated. Mr. Williams has given the theater 
something new, but no clue to what it is. 


We liked the opening of “Camino Real” in 
which Kilroy comes down a cosmic stairway, 
the elevator service having been cut, asks the 
speaker at the Rotary Club lunch, “here am 
I?” and gets the answer, “The wire is busy.” 
Slowly the action works up to a situation 
where the heroine sees clearly that she must 
either marry the man or fail Grant at Vicks­ 
burg. She decides to steal second, and not re­ 
fund the money. 
Here three characters, Abdullah, A. Ratt and 
Lady Mulligan arrive on a broomstick, played 
by two bassoon players and confess to the kill­ 
ing in a dispute with the wardrobe mistress who 
is so overworked she has declared the whole 
episode a border violation and gone over to the 
Theater Guild. We see clearly at this point the 
truth of the old adage that it never gets well 
if you pick it and that whenever the story 
gets dull you can stage a sprint into the audi­ 
ence, weather permitting. 
Esmerelda refuses to abandon her child, de­ 
spite the clear mandate of the United Nations 
and there is a tense scene in which a pigeon 
wearing a Homburg hat enters on an illumi­ 
nated tight rope, indicating through sh e e r 
symbolism that the 
electoral 
college 
result 
must be accepted no matter what T r u m a n 
thought. 
We now begin to see why civilization is what 
it is but the footprint left in front of the ice box 
is meaningless, due to the heavy fog and so 
many people running Helter Skelter, with 
Skelter winning by seven points in an overtime 
contest. 


Here a character called First Street Cleaner 
enters with Second Street Cleaner and four 
dancing girls known as the Four Brooms. The 
First Cleaner walks to the pitcher’s box to see 
if he has the signal for the next pitch correctly.
